Douglas MacArthur has re- 
plied to a Congressman’s request | 
that he hold himself available for | 
the Republican presidential nomi- | 
nation with an assertion that the | 
United States “must not inad-| 
vertently slip into the same con- 
dition‘imternally as the one which 
we fight \externally.” 

In an exchange of correspond- 
ence with Representative A. L. 
Miller (Rep.), Nebraska, the 
Southwest Pacific commander 
wrote that he did not expect in 
any way the fulfillment of “flat- 
tering predictions” Miller had 
made that MacArthur could win 
the nomination and as Miller put 
it, “carry every state in the na-, 
tion.” 

MacArthur “unreservedly” agreed 
with the wisdom of Miller's com- 
ments on currem United States 
affairs—comments which includ- 
ed a denunciation of the New 
Deal 


Miller, who said he had met the 
General only once, is active in the 
draft-MacArthur campaign which 
has netted MacArthur three Wis-| 
comsin convention delegates and 
which led to him winning impres- 
sively the Illinois preferential pri- 
mary against a political unknown. 

In a letter dated Feb.'11, Mac- 
Arthur wrote Miller that he ap- 
preciated very much the “scholar- 
ly letter” addressed to him Jan. 
27, in which Miller said “more, 
than a political revolution” 
against the centralization of 
power in the Federal Government, 
was underway and added: 

“If this system of left wingers 
and New Dealism is continued 
another four years, I am certain 
that this monarchy which is being | 
established in America will de- 
stroy the rights of the common 
people.” 

MacArthur's Reply. 

To this, MacArthur replied: | 

“I appreciate very much your 
scholarly letter of Jan. 27. Your 
description of conditions‘in the 
United States is a sobering one 
indeed and is calculated to arouse | 
the thoughtful consideration of, 
every true patriot. 

“We must not inadvertently slip. 
into the same condition internally | 
as the one which we fight exter-| 
nally.

‘Secretary of War Stimson 
said today, Army ‘casualties re- 
ported through March 23 total 
134,632. They represented 23,- 
322 killed; 655,066 wounded; 
28,014 missing; 28,230 prisoners. 

This is an increase of 752 
killed, 1942 wounded, 831 miss- 
ing and 488 prisoners. 

Of the wounded, 28,977 have 
returned to duty. Of the pris- 
oners, 1677 are reported by the 
enemy to have died of disease 
in prison camps, mostly in Jap- 
anese-occupied territory. 

The latest Navy casualty 
total, including the Coast 
Guard and Marine Corps, is 
44,049. Of these 18,749 are

No Recognition as Gov- 
ernment, Héwever — 
Eisenhower Would 
Have Authority to Deal 
With Dissident Groups.

LONDON, April 13 (AP).—Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle's Committee on 
National Liberation is to be given 
control of the civil administration 
of liberated France under an 


agreement now in the final stages 

of negotaition between the United 
' States and Great Britain, it was 
learned tonight. 

This picture of the French gitua- 
tion was given by an informant 
directly concerned in the French- 
Allied question: 

The French Committee will be 
given “military recognition” as the 
official authority of liberated 
France, but it will not be accorded 
diplomatic recognition as the gov- 
ernment of France. This will be 
accomplished by empowering Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Allied su- 
preme commander for the Western 
invasion, to deal with the Fight- 
ing French as civil administrators 
of France and barring any deals 
with the Vichy government except 
to liquidate it. 

Eisenhower's orders will, how- 
ever, have a caluse leaving him 
free to deal separately on a mili- 
tary basis with any resistance 
group that does not want to asso- 
ciate itself with De Gaulle. 

There will be no Allied military 
government in France. As soon 
as territory is no longer in the 
scene of direct military operations 
ft will be turned over to De Gaulle 
for administration. Territory which 
still is the scene for operations will 
be governed by the commanding 
general in that area—regardless 
of his nationality—-who will have 
French laison officers carry out 
his orders. 

In the liberated territory § the 
French committee will be able to 
carry out purges in its civil ad- 
ministration as freely as it sees 
fit, as long as the action does not 
interfere with military operations. 
Eisenhower will judge whether 
military operations are affected. 

“There will be no AMG or any- 
thing resembling it,” the inform- 
ant explained. “Rather, the plan 
resembles that which the French 
republic gave its own generals in 
the field during wartime.” 

Schools, the judiciary and other 
branches of the Government will 
be left entirely to the French. The 
agreement as it will be offered to 
De Gaulle will be essentially the 
Same as worked out with the 
Dutch and Norwegians, except in 
the latter two cases the -govern- 
ments have been given diplomatic 
recognition as well.

Thomas E. Dewey 
vetoed today a bill to prohibit out- 
of-state sale of wines and liquors 
by New York State dealers. 

Although he praised the bill's 
intent to “assist in enforcement of 
the Federal allocations of liquor 
and wines ... and to have an 
additional instrument in the elim- 
ination of the black market in 
liquor and wines,” Dewey de- 
clared: “Its principle might well 
be extended in times of shortage 
to commodities other than alco- 
holic beverages and, in due time, 
were the courts to uphold ‘it, this 
system of legislation could bal- 
kanize the United States.”

It was a ruthless exercise of 
power, which, although at the 
time leaving no doubt of Matting- 
ly’s domination of party affairs, 
created a political situation which 
could cause extensive friction. 

As a result of the convention 
action, all important Republican 
executive positions are centered in 
the eastern part of the state, the 
rest of the state being without 
representation. It is known that 
much of the Kansas City organiza- 
tion resents this. 

In addition to obtaining his own 
re-election, Mattingly defeated 
Mrs. Victor N. Remley of Liberty, 
which is in Kansas City territory, 
for re-election as National Com- 
mitteewoman, and elected Mrs. 
Frances J. O’Meara of Martins- 
burg, tn St. Louis territory. Mrs. 
O'Meara was already vice-chair- 
man of the party state committee. 
Dalton, chairman of the commit- 
tee, resides in Poplar Bluff, also 
in St. Louis territory. 

In selécting delegates-at-large to 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion, Mattingly brought about the 
election of William A. Morant, a 
Negro, who is very useful in the 
National Committee’s organiza- 
tion, defeating Nathaniel A. 
Sweets, publisher of a Negro 
newspaper, who had ‘the indorse- 
ment of a large number of min- 
isters of Negro churches, and of 
the more progressive among St. 
Louis Negroes. In forcing through 
Morant’s election, Mattingly. re- 
jected Dr. J. R. A. Crossland of 
St. Joseph, long a power among 
Negroes in Republican politics. 

For another place on the dele- 
gation at large the Mattingly or- 
ganization chose John T. Opie of 
Kansas City, identified with the 
National Committee’s supporting 
group in Kansas City. 

Fight Over Mrs. Remley. 

The main fight in the conven- 
tion came over the election of Na- 
tional Committeewoman, Mrs. 
Remley seeking re-election. There 
has been friction between Mat- 
tingly and Mrs. Remley for sev- 
eral years, and the Mattingly or- 
ganization brought out Mrs. 
O'Meara as a candidate. In the 
balloting Mrs. Remley held a lead 
throughout the state until the 
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Congressional districts 
were reached. These were the dis- 
tricts controlled by Mattingly. 
They went solidly for Mrs. 
O'Meara, their 631 votes giving 
her the place by a majority of 
598. 

The Dewey resolution was pre- 
sented to the Resolutions Com- 
mittee by Congressman Louis E. 
Miller of St. Louis. It did not 
propose to instruct the delegates, 
but merely expressed the opinion 
that Dewey would be the nomi- 
nee and urged him “to accept the 
draft.” 

Although there appeared over- 
whelming support for Dewey in 
the Resolutions committee, doubt 
as to the advisability of adopting 
such a resolution was expressed, 
several delegates to the National 
convention telling the committee 
they preferred to go uninstructed 
and uninfluenced. In this situa- 
tion, the decision not to make an 
issue of the resolution was de- 
cided upon and it was abandoned.

Coroner Edward G. McKay of 
Norwich began an investigation.

Police said Sicker- 
man admitted making the exami- 
nation of Mrs. Haggerty and giv- 
ing a diagnosis of pregnancy. 

A search of Sickerman’s office 
revealed a card index containing 
the names and addresses of 983 
persons, residents of St. Louis and 
elsewhere. Most of the names 
were those of women, but some 
were the names of physicians. The 
name of a physician was append- 
ed to the name of a woman in 
many of the cards. Police also 
found a file of correspondence 
addressed to “Dr. Harry W. Sick- 
erman.” Sickerman’s files, in ad- 
dition, included a list of 29 St. 
Louis midwives. 

Police said Sickerman was ar- 
rested in June, 1939, on a warrant 
charging him with practicing med- 
icine without license, but the war- 
rant subsequently was withdrawn. 
In April, 1933, Sickerman, then a 
bootlegger, admitted assisting Au- 
brey C. Lindsley, a jeweler, in a 
fake robbery in which the mer- 
chant reported a loss of $48,000. 
In his confession Sickerman said 
he sold a quantity of jewelry given 
him by Lindsley to a man whom 
he had met through an interme- 
diary. The jeweler committed sui- 
cide shortly after his arrest, and 
police records show no formal dis- 
position of the case. 

Sickerman was fined $25 and 
sentenced to 60 days in jail for 
bootlegging in 1933. Since 1940 
he has been arrested six times on 
traffic charges. On those occa- 
sions he identified himself va- 
riously as a bacteriologist, a phy- 
sician, a contractor, an advertising 
man and an electrician.

not represent:in any sense the attitude 
ef responsible CIO labor opinion. 


It so happens that the International 


union I represent in this state was, in 
the case of the recent highly regrettable 
factional scrap in the American Labor 
Party in New York, an avowed support- 
er of the slate opposed by Mr. Dubinsky, 
In spite of this, I know that no officer, 
and I sincerely think no member of our 
organization would stoop to impugn the 
motives of Mr. Dubinsky or his asso- 
ciates. 

To assert, as Mr. Pasche does, that 
Mr. Dubinsky and his associates are 
enemies of the Roosevelt administration 
and its policies and of the possible elec- 
tion of the President to a fourth term, 
may not seem of importance to some 
of your readers, but it is misleading. 
There is a very sharp distinction, in 
my mind at least, between the procedure 
of Mr. Dies, who for personal advance- 
ment, seeks to tack an unpopular label 
on everybody who disagrees with him, 
and Mr. Dubinsky, who happens on the 
basis of experience to be exceedingly ex- 
ercised over the activities within the 
labor movement of a tiny, alien-minded 
minority known as Communists. 

It is a smear to charge a person by as- 
sociation with views and programs they 
do not adhere to, as Mr. Dies does; but 
to oppose, on the basis of experience, a 
special point of view and influence in 
political life, as Mr. Dubinsky does, is 
something else again. My own Interna. 
tional union, Textile Workers’ Union of 
America, CIO, a number of years ago, 
on the basis of experience, simply by 
constitutional enactment, barred adher- 
ents of the Communist party and policy 
from filling any office, appointive or 
elective, in our organization. 

President Dubinsky of the Internation- 
al Ladies’ Garment Workers may be de- 
fended, and possibly will be, by his own 
adherents, but regardless of disagree- 
ment, the attack leveled by Mr. Pasche 
should not go unchallenged from the 
CIO side of the street.

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pf er Political Farce 


This is the season of the great political farce 
—the presidential primary. Almost without ex- 
ception, the states holding so-called presidential 
preference primaries go through a ridiculous per- 
formance which only serves to confuse voters and 
to make it easier for the master politicians to 
manipulate the national nominating conventions. 

The emptiness of the gesture is clear from 
what happened in IJlinois and Nebraska on Tues- 
day. Due to the woeful infirmities of the pri- 
maries in these states, voters went through the 
motions and turned in meaningless verdicts. Re- 
publicans, in a light vote, were predominantly for 
Gen. MacArthur over a little-known Chicago real 
estate man, Riley Bender. These were the only 
names on the ballot, and Gen. MacArthur was 
listed without his formal consent. 

Nebraska Republicans who participated in that 
state’s primary showed a preference for Lt. 
Comdr, Harold Stassen, who recently said he 
would accept the nomination if it were offered 
to him, but a substantial number wrote in the 
name of Gov. Dewey as their choice, And yet 
it is likely that delegates from both Illinois and 
Nebraska will be found voting for the nomination 
of Gov. Dewey at Chicago. 

Of all the state presidential primaries, probably 
Wisconsin's is the only one to have real sig- 
nificance. The pioneer in presidential primaries, 
Wisconsin undertakes to make its voice effective 
by electing delegates pledged to vote at the nomi- 
nating conventions for candidates for whom they 
have announced their support. Wendell Willkie 
gave added weight to the Wisconsin primary this 
year by choosing to stake hig chances for the 
Republican nomination on the vote there, where 
he campaigned diligently. He acknowledged the 
adverse verdict by withdrawing as a candidate. 

After Wisconsin established its presidential 
primary in 1905, other states followed until 25 
were using the device in one form or another by 
1916. The laws were repealed in five states and 
declared unconstitutional in two others, 

In no state is the result of a presidential 
primary binding. At best, this voting is only ad- 
visory. Even the pledged delegates elected in 
Wisconsin are not expected to keep on voting for 
a candidate who fails to take an early lead in the 
convention. 

The real result ig that a number of states in- 
dulge in ballyhooed sham contests where a boost 
is given to this or that favorite son, or where 
a designing organization puts forward a picked 
man for a purpose. - While this goes on, the pro- 
fessional organization politicians use it as a 
smoke screen behind which they make their plans 
for controlling the nominating conventions. The 
primaries are but sideshows for the main circus. 

When the futility of the primary is under- 
stood, it is clear why the astute politicians 
among the contenders prefer to ignore it. 
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Still No Hospitals 


Admiral King’s warning, made public yester- 
day, underscores the coming need for hospitaliza- 
tion. “The casualties that are going to have to 
be taken into the hospitals are going to in- 
crease and probably increase very markedly in 
the next six months,” he said, “and they will 
stay at a high rate.” 

Does the Veterans’ Administrator, Brig. Gen, 
Hines, think the meager 9500-bed addition on 
which he is engaged will be anything more than 
a tragic insufficiency? Do not these repeated 
statements by our best-informed authorities, as to 
the extent of the obligation which we must be 
prepared to meet, convince the Administrator of 
the folly of his inaction? 

Gen. Hines’ defenses of his do-nothing policy 
have been inconsistent and unintelligible. He 
has still to make a public statement that sup- 
ports his course with facts. When foresight is 
so desperately needed, how long need the wounded 
American soldier continue to put up with pro- 
crastination? 
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‘*‘Where Is My Home?” 


On the threshhold of Czechoslovakia there 
unfold, like red carpets for a glorious proces- 
sional, the hours and days and progress of lib- 
eration. A month ago the Red Army stood at 
Tarnopol, only 100 miles of smooth and friendly 
terrain between it and the frowning folds of 
the Carpathians. As Czarist armies crossed them 
in 1915, so Russian soldiers cross them now, 
With them are Czech brigades, singing in full- 
throated triumph their anthem, “Kde Domov 
Mujf’—“Where Is My Home?” For the first 
time in five and a half years, since the betrayal 
of Munich, they know the answer. 

Now arms are smuggled freely to the loyal 
underground. There is readiness for mutiny 
among the sturdy Slovaks forced to fight side 
by side with hated Germans, and for sabotage 
among the two million Czechs who are bruised 
but still strong and vengeful beneath the Nazi 
labor yoke. The Nazis threaten wholesale slaugh- 
ter as they retire, but there is no fear. Only 
the quisling Morave and the puppet President 
Hacha, his mind and health failing, tremble in 
Prague, the call of Benes for an uprising ring- 
ing in their ears. 

‘The full and shameful -story of Munich has 
not been told. It is not yet written—how the 
British and French Ambassadors came to the 
old Palace of Kings on Hradcany Hill in the 
pre-dawn of a September day of crisis and said 
to President Benes, “Yield.” There were Rus- 
sian planes at the nearby airport, ready to aid 
the determined and mighty little country. There 
were long-faced men at Munich bargaining to 
buy with it the hollow promise of “peace in our 
time.” 

They were the same men who watched with 
sick surprise what happened a few months later. 
. « » Nazis goose-stepping down the black valley 
of the Viatava into the storied capital. . . down 
the Vaclavski Namesti .. . across the Charles 
Bridge. Their bands played louder and louder 
to drown out the jeers and hisses of Czechs who 
lined the way. 

There is yet to be told, too, the story of Ges- 
tapo tortures in Pacek House ... of executions 
- « « Of what happened in.the concentration 
camps at Dachau and Buchenwald ... of the 
looting, the pillage and the crimes committed 
in the name of the “Protectorate.” They will 
be accounted for, the black “blessings” of the 
New Order, of Hitler’s dream of wedding East 
and West in the gallant crossroads city of Prague. 
“The whole world should swear,” Benes said a 
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few months ago, “that this shall not remain 
either forgotten or unpunished.” 

Czechoslovakia, treasured blend of the prog- 
ress and the primitivity, the poet and the peas- 
ant of Europe, had one friend at the time of 
Munich—Russia, Her friend now ig that same 
nation, its armies opening the way for President 
Benes and his democratic Government-in-Exile to 
return with a new life of its own for a sacri- 
ficed country. Prague is far to the west. Per- 
haps in Ushorod, old capital of the Carpathian 
Ruthenia taken .by Hungary, the leaders will 
pause and begin their accounting. 

Let the Western world look long and remem- 
ber and be ashamed that a Munich could have 
happened in our time. Not from the West, but 
from the East, democracy is coming home. 
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King Victor’s, Proposal 

Whatever fills the Italian heart with the fight 
against Fascism, whatever inspires the Italian 
spirit with hopes of political liberty is expedient 
to the Allied cause. These things, we have found, 
the present Italian Government cannot do. They 
cannot happen until the Italian Government is 
made more representative by the inclusion of 
anti-Fascists. 

If the latest move of Victor Emmanuel brings 
that about, and the people actually see his dogged 
resistance to democracy yielding before public 
pressure, we may yet get some real help in Italy 
from the Italians themselves, 

For the-present, however, let us recognize the 
fact that this is war, in which we've got to take 
sides, and it is the anti-Fascistg who are our 
real friends. King Victor Emmanuel did not 
“put an end to the Fascist regime,” as he claims. 
Allied arms did that. He is not now offering 
to retire when Rome ig taken out of any love 
for the people whom he saddled with Fascism, 
or out of any belatedly developed devotion to the 
Allied cause. He is simply, as in the past, shor- 
ing up the House of Savoy against popular rule 
and giving in only when he is forced to do so. 
By the same token, he made Mussolini his dicta- 
tor. 

Retirement—not abdication—in favor of Crown 
Prince Umberto will be simply a matter of turn- 
ing over the monarchy to a younger, equally tena- 
cious man, The Prince was an even more whole- 
hearted collaborator with Mussolini than was 
his father. He accepted a generalship on Musso- 
lini’s recommendation, He lent himself willingly 
as Fascist window-trimming. He has, since sur- 
render, busied himself with the organization of 
the monarchistic Blue party and entered serious 
politics. He can never remove the stain of 
Fascism from his record. 

“The strangest thing I ever saw,” Voltaire 
said, “was an aged tyrant.” Yet in our day, 
tyranny is not mellowed by years, The little 
King may mutter childishly about how sad he 
was to leave his precious coin collection behind 
in Rome. But when it comes to perpetuating his 
false, discredited authority, and that of his royal 
house, he is as stubborn as' any Romanoff or 
Bourbon. 

Let us make sure that when we arrive in 
Rome, Victor, Badoglio and all their ilk ghall go.

The cartoonist who captures the wry comedy 
of Franco—pudgy little man, red sash, Roman 
frown and operatic posture—instinctively cap- 
tures as well both the Spanish sense of humor 
and the Spanish lack of it. By a quirk of na- 
tional character that Cervantes understood, the 
Spaniard admires a pose, yet laughs at a poseur; 
admires a donkey, yet laughs at the fat man 
astride it. When laughter comes to Castilian or 
Basque or Andalusian lips, it is likely to be both 
civilized and cruel, both broad and bitter. The 
deliciously funny is most often the appallingly 
grotesque. 

There will be laughter today of a special Span- 
ish kind wherever the tongue is known and news 
is printed. For igs not Arriba, the mouthpiece 
of the Falange, speaking sweetly of “the inde- 
pendence and integrity of conquered peoples’? 
Is it not speaking sadly of “the tragedy of the 
present moment”? Is, it not murmuring that 
“peace is possible in Europe’? - 

This will be of a hollow, horrible funniness to 
the resistant Basques, to the half-million or more 
exiles in America, England and North Africa, 
to the Spaniards who still serve out in concen- 
tration camps their time for the crime of fight- 
ing for liberty. In this era of conquest, it was 
the Spaniards themselves who were the first 
Europeans to be conquered, not by manipula- 
tion, but by the sword. They were first to feel 
home earth crumbling beneath them as Hitler 
and Mussolini made of their land a gigantic 
proving ground, and their cries were unheeded. 
Now the Spanish Fascist wolves not only walk 
erect but speak like human beings, talk of “in- 
dependence and integrity” as though they had 
never stolen it from others.

Our Weaknesses in Treaty-Making

Approval of pacts by a majority of both houses would be better 
than present rule for ratification by two-thirds vote of Senate, 
writer thinks; separation of powers still would leave way open 
for obstruction; executive agreements ate not the proper solution.

The Constitution’s provision regarding 
the negotiation and approval of treaties 
has worked badly, and could work dis- 
astrously. It is clear today that it would 
be a more satisfactory arrangement if 
treaties were made subject to the approval 
of a majority of both the House and Sen- 
ate, instead of two-thirds of the Senate 
alone. 


Why was the present provision adopted? 
The main reason lay in the concept that 
the Senate could act as a privy council, 
Washington took the provision* regarding 
“advice” quite literally, The design of 
using the Senate as a privy council com- 
pletely failed. 


That only 15 out of 969 treaties were re- 
jected by the Senate sounds extremely 
impressive until we recall that among the 
15 was the Treaty of Versailles. Treaties 
go by importance, not by number. It is, 
in general, only the important treaties that 
are politically worth opposing. « 


Outright rejection is, in fact, the method 
most seldom employed. Mere failure to act 
is much more frequent. One of the most 
effective of all ways that the Senate has 
of defeating a treaty is to “accept” it 
subject to amendments that are not ac- 
ceptable to the other parties to the treaty 
or that nullify its purpose, 


Fault of Senate Organization 


The mischievous possibilities of this 
system are increased by the bad internal 
organization of the Senate. There is no 
good reason to suppose that sentiment in 
the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee will 
reflect sentiment in the Senate as a 
whole. It is perfectly possible for the chair- 
man to occupy this position even though 
his views are the precise opposite of those 
of the Senate majority. He can be removed 
only by the voters of his own state, whose 
opinions on foreign affairs may be dictated 
by purely sectional considerations. 


The mere knowledge that “a little group 
of willful men” can kill even the most 
necessary treaty may stop the President 
from ever negotiating it. Or the treaty 
may be bad in the first place because 
there are omissions or clauses designed to 
propitiate opposition. 


If the President decides to go boldly 
ahead, foreign nations may hesitate to ne- 
gotiate with him because they fear that 
their concessions will be in vain, that their 
motives will merely be held up to public 
suspicion, and that every treaty they make 
with us will have to go through a second 
set of bargainers determined to show the 
American people that they can make a 
better deal for them than the first. 


A Consistency of Power 


A system under which treaties were ap- 
proved by a simple majority of both the 
House and the Senate would be _ in- 
comparably more logical, Obviously, the 
same majorities that have the power to 
declare war should have the power to 
make peace, Treaties have the force of 
laws; it is, therefore, logical that they 
should have the same sanction as other 
laws. 


But the fundamental defect lies much 
deeper, in our multiple-agency system it- 
self, our basic principle of separation of 
powers, Approval of treaties would still 
depend upon the concurrence of three 


equal bodies—President, House and Sen- 
ate. There is no assurance that these three 
would agree. 


The suggestion that we get around the 
dilemmas by entering not into treaties 
but into “executive agreements”, which 
would not require Senate approval is prob- 
ably the worst of all solutions. It would 
place in the hands of the President un- 
checked and arbitrary powers, permit him 
to throw the great influence of the United 
States to this side or that, or to engage 
in other dangerous foreign adventures. It 
is only by submission of his proposals to 
Congress that the arguments can be prop- 
erly presented and public opinion fairly 
tested, 


It is difficult to imagine a system less 
calcuated than ours to allow America to 
speak with a united and decisive voice at 
the peace table. 


The Situation in Britain 


Our British allies are confronted with no 


\such problem. There the executive and the 


legislature, the treaty negotiator and the 
treaty ratifier, are fused. The British 
Prime Minister can always speak with the 
full authority of Parliament. The people 
and Parliament have a far better weapon 
against an unpopular treaty than mere 
rejection. They can immediately force the 
resignation of the Ministry itself, and 
choose a new Ministry to make the kind of 
treaty they want. 


There does not seem to be even a remote 
possibility that the United States will 
adopt a system of responsible Cabinet gov- 
ernment./ As a rule, it does not occur to 
us to look for the source of our political 
difficulties in the defects of our govern- 
mental system itself. We blame the Presi- 
dent, or Congress, for obstructionism. We 
never stop to examine the manner in 
which our system itself systematically pro- 
vides both the means and the encourage- 
mept for obstructionism, 


As a practical matter, an amendment to 
the Constitution can be submitted to the 
state Legislatures or to the people only 
by a two-thirds majority of both the 
House and Senate. Such a self-denying 
act is almost unprecedented in democratic 
government. The last thing of which it 
is possible to convince a man or a group 
is that conditions would be better if he 
or it had less power of influencing them, 


The need of reform in our treaty-making 
process is urgent. But the prospect of 
achieving it will remain dark unless a 
clear and determined public opinion shows 
the way.

Most American Jails Are Unfit, 
Says an Authority on Penology 


“Jails: Care and Treatment of Misdemeanant 
Prisoners in the United States,” by Leute N. 
Robingon. (John ©. Winston Co., Philadelphia). 
Five hundred thousand people are com- 

mitted each year to the thousands,of jails 

over the country. Each must haVe some 
kin—mothers, fathers, children, wives, 
friends. This means many 

even millions, of people whose hearts are 

frozen with horror and despair as they con- 

template the jails that this book tells about. 

These are silent people; ashamed; poor. 
The vast majority, of the jails are re 

ported by the Federal Department: of 
Prisons to be totally unfit for the custody 
of Federal prisoners. Yet they house an 
enormous number of perfectly innocent 
people, and people not convicted of crimes . 
or misdemeanors. Into these filthy sties 
are slapped the “material witnesses,” “sus- 
pected persons,” persons unable to furnish 
bond, runaway boys, runaway girls and 
labor organizers in the South. 

In my salad days, I saw the inside of 
these jails, while the authorities decided 
the question of whether I could make a 
speech on the trusts in their town,

* How many thousands of individuals have 
died from the shame and horror of rural 
American jails? Who knows? 

Dr. Robinson has given practically all 
his professional life to this gruesome re- 
search. His book is for the editor, min- 
ister, teacher, legislator, Judge. It is calm, 
scholarly, carefully documented. 

Here and there is a fine showplace like 
the St. Louis jail—kept in order like a 
hospital. The Oklahoma City jail—elegant,. 
The jail for women on Greenwich gtreet, 
Manhattan—outside like the Chase Hotel, 
inside like Barnes Hospital. But there are 
thousands of jails where the Sheriff, under 
the old English common law which still 
rules in this country, gets fees, and then 
feeds and boards the inmates. The typical 
Missouri jail is rated by the Government 
about as low as anything can be rated. 

Of jail inmates, less than 50 per cent 
are criminals, for people are held in jail for 
days, weeks, months, as witnesses. More 
than half of the inmates are in prison for 
debt. They owe the municipality a few 
dollars’ penalty for a fine which they 
cannot pay. This weeds out the well-to- 
do, who go their way. The poor stay.

I spent two hours with Dr. Robinson in 
his study which burned recently—the 
finest library of prison literature in 
America destroyed; his notes and papers 
for a lifetime lost.

its mileage was run deliberately 
through swamps and mucilaginous 
Louisiana gumbo, with a slithery 
foundation of water, and that 
subsidences of ties and rails are 
of frequent occurrence, 


Legend of Locomotive. 


There is a legend that one loco- 
motive disappeared bodily into an 
abyss of gumbo, and that no trace 
of it has since been found. One 
of the proudest vaunts of the 
system is that a wrecker sent out 
to salvage a derailed locomotive 
had to be rescued in turn by an- 
other wrecker, Its rolling stock 
of 12 engines and 148 cars shows 
every sign of having been resur- 


lrected from. the country’s most 


venerable railroad graveyards. One 
ancient and rusty locomotive has 
been christened in chalk with the 
appellation of “Father Time.” 

The title given to the system by 
its personne] is the “C. & P.” Lov- 
ingly translated, the initials ex- 
pand into “the old Crime and Pun- 
ishment.” 

The line collects no fares, and 
its sole passengers are troops in 
uniform. It runs two trains a 
day, leaving Polk and Claiborne at 
8 p. m, and making the round trip 
in six hours, At a breakneck 
speed of 20 miles an hour at.a 
maximum, with interludes falling 
to 15, 10 or 5 miles. Louisiana is 
a tree range state, with the re- 
sult that the tracks are sometimes 
blocked by cows and herds of 
goats. 

The conductor is a sergeant and 
the engineer a corporal. Both 
wear steel helmets. The brakemen 
bear carbines strapped across 
their backs, and the section hands, 
with carbines stacked close by, 
drive spikes or shovel gravel while 
carrying bayonets in scabbards at 
their belts. On the roof of each 
train is a 50-caliber machine gun 
for repelling enemy bombers. 
Correspondents Take Trip. 

A group of correspondents rode 
about 15 miles today on the main 
line, and were overwhelmed with 
apologies for the fact that the 
most villainous sections of the 
railroad are not yet in operation, 
Officer escorts dwelt dotingly to 
their guests upon every violent 
twist and turn jok, every shudder 
of the roadbed under the weight 
of the train, and every shriek of 
the wheel flanges against the 
rails. The general decrepitude did 
not extend to the locomotive 
whistle. The entire trip was ac- 
companied by ear-splitting shrieks 
of alarm. A loud bell was also in 
first-rate condition. 

The train on which they rode 
consisted of a locomotive, a grimy 
baggage car, a “club car” with

The train was “attacked” by 
strafing planes, four of which 
swooped down again and again 


within a few feet of the car tops, 
and theoretically showered them 
and the tracks with bombs and 
machine-gun bullets. To carry 
out the illusion, a section of the 
roadbed had been Blown up with 
dynamite, and was wae! repaired 
“under fire.” 

The explanation for C. & P. is 
that it is a training railroad, hilt 
and operated on the theory that 
men experienced in its vagaries 
will find no trouble in solving 
transportation problems anywhere 
on the globe.

TAX CLAIM INN. B. GREGG JR, 
CASE UNDER ADVISEMENT 


The -Government’s claim for 
$25,000 in income tax deficiencies 
against Norris B. Gregg Jr., 36

“I’m scared to death about making a speech,” 
she confessed. “I didn’t want this job, but they elected me 
over my protests Since I'm in it, I'd like to learn how to make 
a good talk. Dr. Crane, can you give me any helpful advice?” 
eee eee 
EMPLOY THE “anecdotal formula,” for that is a sure-fire 
prescription whether you are a beginner or a professional. Se- 
lect the topic about which you wish to speak. Try to inject a 
few wish utterances or abstract statements of laws and prin- 
ciples. But document them imemdiately with concrete exam- 
ples which clarify the laws even for a child’s understanding. 
Draw your examples preferably from the lives and homes of 
yourself or your audience, for it always arouses interest to 
hear how our neighbors live. That is probably the secret 
of gossip. In short, make your speech a string of stories or 
narrative episodes that illustrate the general laws you wish 
to present to the crowd. Jesus used this anecdotal method 
in his parables. He would have cited current newspaper ar- 
ticles and even the comics if he were speaking from modern 
platforms, for the parables were simply news stories that 
failed to be in print for lack of a printing press at that time. 
Ae Me 
DO READERS PREFER the long, descriptive paragraphs 
in a novel or the dialogue? You know the answer. If they 
want to cover the book in a hurry, they ignore the lengthy 
paragraphs lacking in quotation marks, for they know that 
such paragraphs are filled with descriptive adjectives dealing 
with trees or landscapes, architecture or theories. What the 
average readers prefer is dialogue, for quotation marks mean 
people, and people spell “human interest” and suspense values. 
Clergymen should take a lesson from this fact and humanize 
their sermons by injecting names of parishioners and using 
narratives drawn from contacts with the latter. These narra- 
tives should advance the ethical point the clergyman wishes 
to make. In other words, they should be relevant. But a good 
speech must motivate the audience, Since essays and descrip- 
tive paragraphs do not motivate people the way narration does, 
quit making your speech an essay or philosophical dissertation 
but fill it full of human episodes. Abhor the method used in 
the average scientific paper or educational addresg for these 
are the epitome of dullness.

IF YOU ARE a clergyman, don’t indict gambling or al- 
‘coholism in a dull, pedantic fashion. Use the “parallel com- 
parison” method which Jesus often employed as in the Good 
Samaritan story. Cite a local girl who is noted for her good- 
ness and popularity. Cite another dissolute home town woman, 
and ask which one should make the better wife and mother. 


Leave the decision to the audience. If you wish to add extra 


scholarly “oomph” to your address, then begin it with an apt 
quotation from some historical figure, whether it be Shakes- 
peare or Seneca, Aristotle or Thomas Jefferson, Save most 
of your jokes for the middle or end of youmspeech, employ- 
ing them as spurs to wake up your audience if it is growing 
inattentive. Alternate your humor with some heart touching 
episodes or pathos, and if you wish to thrill the audience with 
a lofty emotional climax, use poetry to express the final 
thought, for people are more emotionally conditioned to verse 
than to prose.

homes, In the recipe below you 
will notice we have stretched out 
the ham by having it ground and 
adding bread crumbs and then 
making neat little patties to fit on 
the thick slices of raw potatoes 
that go into the oven all at once. 
When potatoes are put in raw 
it is necessary to supply moisture 
if a more candied type of potato 
is preferred. Apple juice, which 
is pointless, is an extra fine liquid 
for this purpose and because it 
has apple flavor, it points up the 
flavor of the sweets and the ham 
to advantage. Cooked leftover 
sweets can be used instead and 
less cooking will be required to 
produce that enviable translucent 
candied effect. By basting the 
ham patties from time to time 
with the apple juice in. the bottom 
of the pan you will avoid that 
shriveled, dry look. As soon as 
the potatoes are right for eating, 
serve immediately. 

Ham Patties on Sweet Potato 
Slices. 
Three-fourths pound ground 
smoked ham and fresh pork, one- 
third cup dry bread crumbs, dash 
salt, dash pepper, one egg, one- 
third cup milk, one and one- 
fourth pounds yams, salt, one- 
fourth cup brown sugar, one and 

one-half cups apple juice. 

Mix meat thoroughly with the 
next five ingredients. Wash, peel 
yams and cut lengthwise into one- 
half inch thick slices. Place yam 
slices in a flat greased baking 
dish, sprinkle lightly with salt, 
then the brown sugar. Press some 
of meat mixture over each slice; 
pour on the apple juice and bake 
in a 350-degree oven for 25 to 30 
minutes or until yams are tender. 


Serve immediately. Four servings..

Sometimes they can be penned 
in the fenced yard; sometimes en- 
closed off in a corner of the room 
where their mother is working; a 
morning and an afternoon is a 
godsend when it is permitted by 
the active youngster. These mo- 
thers need a friend, badly. Would 
not it be fine war service for high 
school girls' who have a spare 
hour? That free hour would mean 
s0 much to a weary mother. And 
if grandmother or auntie would 
take over for a time in the day, 
what a help they could be. 

There is one little bit of help a 
mother can give herself. When she 
goes marketing or for an airing 
with the runabout child, she can 
put a harness on him to keep him 
from darting about the street and 
getting underfoot, into danger, or 
into places where he does not be- 
long. These harness sets used to 
be on sale. Maybe they are yet, 
but they can be made; They are 
just a set of straps about the 
child’s chest and shoulders and

two sturdy reins. They can be 
knitted; they can be made of web- 
bing ornamented with gay stitch- 
ing; or, if one is very -lucky, of 
leather. They must be sturdy for 
the child leans hard on them, and 
sometimes mother has to pull 
hard. But they are a great help. 


\ Training a child to rest on his 
bed for even 45 minutes in mid- 
morning is good for him and for 
his mother. A tired child is ill to 
manage. A nap after lunch is 
mecessary for a runabout. child. 
Feed him, talk softly to him and 
handle him gently; put his sleep- 
ing clothes on; lay him in his crib 
and leave him there. he does 
not sleep, he will at least be spar- 
ing his energy to some extent and 
giving his mother some slight 
respite. 

I weuld not sing more than one 
song, three times over, That's 
enough. If I told him a “sleepy, 
sleepy story,” it would be brief. 
Rather give him a cuddle toy a 
picture book, and leave him.

Mothers must learn how to save 
their own energy while rearing an 
active youngster. Tired, ailing 
mothers can do little for children, 
and less for themselves. Mothers 
must be helped.

Good Dinner 
For Soldier 
On Furlough 


By Arthur H. Deute 


4¢ ¥ OE is back on furlough!” a 
J soldier’s wife wrote me. He’s 
been everywhere, While 
he’s been away, I’ve saved points 
and I’ve saved sugar and I’ve 
saved butter. I want to give Joe 
a dinner for four. And I don’t 
want to economize. Tell me some- 
thing grand to cook! 

Lady, that is a delightful task 
you have assigned to me, 

For a man just returned from 
the wars, I should say you ought 
to make a great and brave Sour 
Beef—not the «ordinary variety, 
but a real masterpiece, Place 
that before him and a few friends 
and prepare to take many bows. 

Now here we go: Look the 
butcher boy severely in the eye 
and say to him: “A five-pound 
piece of the eye of the round or 
whatever you, in your infinite 
wisdom, call this morsel of beef!” 


With this treasure safely within 
your domicile, wipe it neatly, mas- 
sage it with olive oil and then 
place it in a bodl, Cover it with 
chopped onion, chopped celery, 
chopped carrot, an abundance of 
salt and pepper and then a mix- 
ture of vinegar and water to cov- 
er. And there let the meat rest 
in peace and quiet for four or five 
days, : 

At the end of that time, remove 
the meat and place it in a roast- 
ing pan with a bit of olive oil. 
Add to the pan all the drained 
vegetables which kept the meat 
company in the marinating bowl. 
Roast the meat on all sides until 
it is a rich brown. In this good 
browning lies the secret of the 
good gravy which is to come. 


While the meat is browning, 
take the pickle material, strain it 
and quickly cook it down to half 
its volume—an iron skillet does 
this reducing wel and quickly. 


As the meat gets brown, rub a 
tablespoonful or so of flour over 
it. Then, when the browning is 
done, have ready a heavy iron pot 
or a roasting pan with a good lid. 
Maybe the pan in which you did 
the browning is just the thing. 


“At any rate, around the meat in 


the proper roasting pan pour the 
reduced marinade. To this now 
add a cup of tomato puree, a cup 
or so of broth—chicken or beef} 
a little sugar, a little worcester- 
shire sauce and check for salt and 
pepper. Roast in a medium oven 
until] the meat is tender—which 
may be two, ,three, even four 
hours. As the roasting goes on 
and the liquid evaporates, add a 
cup of dry white wine or use 
water and lemon juice. Or add, 
from time to time, a little broth. 
There must be enough gravy in 
the making. After about an hour 
of roasting, break up and add to 
the gravy four or five ginger 
snaps. ‘These provide piquant fla- 
vor and act as thickening. A little 
later, stir in a glass of currant 
jelly. 

Somewhere after two hours, the 
meat is tender, Then remove it to 
a hot platter and strain the sauce. 
You should now have a sizable 
gravy bowl of rich, creamy and a 
rather sharp sweet-sour sauce. 
This sauce }ou use as gravy for 
the meat and for fine boiled pota- 
toes. 

And to make sure about dessert, 
I just interviewed a hero back 
from the South Seas and he said 
“For dessert, apple pie—hot and 
brown from the oven—with a gob 
of vanilla ice cream making a 
snow mountain on top. There’s 


nothing to argue about here!” 


Broth Custard 

2 cups liquid left from cooking 
vegetables; 3 eggs, beaten; salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Heat the vegetable broth and 
gradually add this liquid to beat- 
en eggs. Season with salt and 
pepper. Pour into custard cups. 
Set in pan of hot water and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees) 
25 to 30 minutes or until custard 
is set (when tip of silver knife 
comes out clean). Serve hot.
